Dampness Nuisance 
Should Be Curbed 


Few home owners care to look 
ahead to cold weather, but many 
household jobs are more 
easily 
thandled during the current season 
of the year. To postpone them un­ 
til necessity makes the 
demand 
acute is only adding to the diffi­ 
culty. 
One such problem which should 
be faced now is in the case where 
dampness appears on 
the 
inside 
surfaces of exterior walls as a re­ 
sult of conditions other than leak­ 
age 
through 
mortar 
joints 
or 
around window frames. In some 
cases such dampness is 
so 
pro­ 
nounced that frost can be swept 
off the walls 
during 
prolonged 
cold spells. It causes wallpaper to 
become loosened and stained and 
has similar damaging effects 
on 
other wall decorations. In addition 
it creates a damp musty atmos­ 
phere in the rooms affected, which 
is unhealthful and generally un­ 
pleasant. 
In cases where this trouble exist 
the source of the moisture should 
be found and then 
eliminated.

from

If reduction of moisture

Should Be Curbed 


Few home owners care to look 
ahead to cold weather, but many 
household jobs are more 
easily 
Thandled during the current season 
of the year. To postpone them un­ 
til necessity makes the 
demand 
acute is only adding to the diffi­ 
culty. 
One such problem which should 
be faced now is in the case where 
dampness appears on 
the 
inside 
surfaces of exterior walls as a re­ 
sult of conditions other than leak­ 
age 
through 
mortar 
joints 
or 
around window frames. In some 
cases such dampness is 
so 
pro­ 
nounced that frost can be swept 
off the walls 
during 
prolonged 
cold spells. It causes wallpaper to 
become loosened and stained and 
has similar damaging effects 
on 
other wall decorations. In addition 
it creates a damp musty atmos­ 
phere in the rooms affected, which 
is unhealthful and generally un­ 
pleasant. 
In cases where this trouble exist 
the source of the moisture should 
be found and then 
eliminated. 
Funds for carrying out the neces­ 
sary work are 
obtainable 
from 
qualified lending institutions un­ 
der 
the 
Modernization 
Credit 
Plan of the Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration. 
If reduction of moisture 
docs 
not overcome the difficulty the in­ 
terior wall

made warmer by insulating them 
against the chilling effects of out­ 
side temperatures.

Q My new hou«e is ready for 
landscaping and I shall need sev-j 
oral shade trees. What advice can 
you give me as to placing and 
selection? 
A. Shade trees should be placed 
so as to protect the house and ter­ 
races from the hot afternoon sun, 
and thought should be given as to 
how they will frame the house. 
Trees need room 
to 
grow' 
and 
should never be planted too close 
to the house. Avoid using short 
lived, heavy feeding shade trees 
such as poplars and willows. The 
roots of these trees are apt to clog 
sewers and drain lines, and they 
quickly extract all 
the 
nutrient 
from the soil, making it difficult 
to grow either a lawn or other 
planting material near them. Fruit 
trees are always desirable for both 
fruit and flow'er. 


Q Why is it desirable to f u r r ! 
masonry w’alls? 
A. Furring of 8-inch masonry 
unit walls is highly desirable as a 1 
precaution against damage of in­ 
terior wall surfaces by the possible 
penetration of moisture. The dead 
air space formed by furring also 
reduces the heat conductivity of 
the wall, resulting in a fuel saving. I 
and lessens the possibilities of con- j 
densation occurring on the interior1 
of the w'all.

Q. Can paint be applied to gar­ 
den furniture which has already 
rusted considerably?
